Soil Conservation personnel 
ran 85 acres parallel terraces 
on J. 8. Daniels farm in the 
spring of 1959, T talked to Mr, 
Daniels recently and he is well 
pleased, 

A local contractor smoothed 
the fields with a bulldozer be- 
fore any attempt was made to 
run terraces and lay out the 
waterways. There were two 
Melds containing 85 acres with 
f complete terrace and water- 
way system, There were ap- 
proximately 27,000 feet of ter- 
races and 4 acres of waterways, 
The land was more rolling 
than the average, however, a 
good set of terraces were in- 
stalled. After the terraces and 
waterways were laid out by the 
SCS, the contractor built the

Mr, Daniels said he now has
